Although internationaf : scholarships | 
have become more and more common 
‘in. recent years, a special interest at- 
taches to the efforts of a number of: 
‘Japanese Scholars. in this country to 
\Taise a fund of: $1,500 in order to pay 
for an American student's term in a 
japanese university. .By manifesting 
an appreciation of the need of having 
Americans study in Japan this move- 
ment is certain to make for bettcr 
understanding between: the American 
and the Japanese people. It ig not 
‘surprising that’ the same wisdom 
‘which led the Japanese long ago to 
send picked young men to the United 
States and elsewhere to leatn thé lan- 
guage and customs of the country.

That practical advantages are sure 
to. result from an increasing number 
of’ Americans familiar with: the tan- 
guages and customs of the East goes 
without saying. Few indeed are the 
American , business men or Govern- 
ment servants who speak Japanese.

by free tse of interpreters or by asso- 
ciation with English-speaking.

, The bad debts explanation was as fol- 
flows: 


“Bad debts may be deducted from 
Bross income in computing net income 
‘@nly for the year in which they are 
fBscertained to be worthless and charged 
joff the books of the taxpayer. The 
necessity for this provision of the law 
$s obvious. If.a'bad debt were allowed 
Bs a deduction without requirement that 
ft be charged off the books, the cer- 
Kainty of its worthlessness would be left 
Ppen to question. If a bad debt were 

owed as a deduction in the year in 
which it is charged off, without regard 

when it was ascertained to be worth- 
ess, such charges could be unduly ac- 
®umulated. 

“The taxpayer should attach to his re- 
furn a statement showing b the Pp propetiaty 
Be any deduction claimed for bad 

bt. Where the’ surrounding —— 
nees show that a debt is worthless

*Unpaid loans made to needy relatives 
vith little or no expectation of thefr re- 
turn are not deductible, but are re- 
garded as gifts, .Where a creditor con- 
tinues to extend credit to a debtor, a 


debt may not be charged off as worth- 
less. If a debt is forgiven it can not 
tbe claimed, as it is then_regarded as a 
gift. which is not an allowable deduc- 
tion. A Valid deht proved to be worth- 
less is not always a proper deduction. 
For example, unpaid amounts represent- 
ing wages, salaries, rentals, or similar 
items of taxable income are not allowed 
@s deductions unless included «in the

sumption. ‘“Two-dollar wheat’ at 
Chicago and $85,000,000 gold exports 
in a month at New-York City wil 
rank pretty high as landmarks of the 
economie change th the six. or eight 
past months. 


In the wheat market's case, the in- 


}\fluences underlying last week’s spec- 


tacular market were eyident enough. 
‘They comprised a world production 
estimated. now. 875,000,000. bushels 
less than in the preceding season; an 
available, surplus, - not distributed as 
usual. among half:'a dozen exporting 
countries, but concentrated ‘in. on® or 
two ot them; importing - markets 
forced, therefore, to bid openly against 
one anéther in these two countries, 
and the fortunate producers of those 
countries, having already turned into 
cash at profitable prites a good part 
of their harvest, disposed to hold back 
what was left until they should see 
how high the foreigner would. bid. 

It iS this maldistribution of the har- 
vest, rather than a serious inevitable | 
shortage, which really accounts for 
two-dollar wheat. ‘‘Shortage”’ is a 
term somewhat loosely used. with 
products’ for which consumption as 
well as production is often a shifting 
factor. Decrease of 375,000,000 oush- 
eis from ‘a previous year sounds 
formidable, and to importing markets 
is undoubtedly awkward. Such a de- 
crease would leave something like 
3,100,000,000 bushels, excluding Rus- 
sia, for the 1924 production.’ But the 
world produced only 3,142,000,000 
bushels in 1922 ‘and 3,106,000,000 in 
1921, and the estimated yield never 
reached 8,000,000,000 in any other 
year since the war. 

Yet no one talked of ‘‘séarcity,”’ 
and the Chicago cash price never got 
anywhere near $2 after 1920, when 
the ‘Government guarantee” ‘was 
removed. One inference from these 
comparisons ig that actual. consump- 
tion may. have increpsed during and 
after 1923 sufficiently to take care of 
that year’s abnormally high yield, 
But that in turn might mean that 
wheat \in 1923, and the first. months 
of 1924 was undervalued, and; would 
not therefore get back to the dollar 
price, even with a ‘‘bumper yield’? In 
1925.
